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British Premier On 
Need of the Hour 


London.—In a speech at “Sheffield, 
Premicr Lloyd George urged the 
need of greater productivity on 
the part of the nation. Hé pointed 
out that the national debt was nearly 
£8,000,000,000. He said wages had 
doubled, the hours of work were cur- 
tailed and the standard of living was 
higher than ever, but that that stan- 
dard should not be preserved by a 
concourse of tribunal or the decisions 
of labor conference. 

The Premier called upon the Brit- 
ish people to sce that the peace was 
a real peace. 

“It is not the British habit,” he 
said, “to nag, harry, insult and 
trample a bleeding foe. So long as 
Germany conforms to the conditions 
we have laid down, we must give her 
a clear chance to lead a decent, 
peaceable and honorable. existence.” 

Some. Teamsters Still on Strike 

New York.—Striking members of 
the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, Chauffeurs and Helpers, 
most of whom are employees of the 
American RailwayeExpress company, 
voted to remain on strike after a 
meeting attended by 2,500 in Cooper 
union, while other teamsters engaged 
in transporting milk in the city de- 
cided to accept an increase of $5 and 
$6 a week, offered by the milk com- 
panies, instead of the $10 weckly in- 
crease demanded by the men. 

The express drivers’ vote was 
practically unanimous, only one nega- 
tive vote being recorded, 


Contradictory Reports 

Stockholm. — Reports regarding 
Pskov are contradictory, some de- 
claring that the town was taken by 
Esthonians, and others that its cap- 
ture had been delayed owing to the 
destruction of the railroad tracks. The 
station, both to the south and north, 
according to advices received here, 
are known to be in the hands of the 
White forces.

Want Prohibition in France 

Paris—The fight against alcohol 
will be a leading plank of the national 
platform in the forthcoming elec- 
tions. Ministers are demanding the! 
absolute suppression of alcohol, and 
the walls of Paris and the larger cit- 
ies are already placarded with these 
demands, and pamphlets and posters 
have been mailed by the hundred 
thousand to hotels and individuals in 
the provinces. 

“If France does not suppress alco- 
hol, alcohol will suppress France,” 
the posters proclaim in huge charac- 
ters, and add, “Three million individ- 
uals live upon the traffic of alcohol; 
thirty-five million suffer and die 
from it.” 


Pensions Laws Give Little Complaint 

Winnipeg. — Lieut.-Colonel John 
Thompson, chairman of the Pen- 
sions Board, Ottawa, and Major 
Stanley Corostine, commissioner, ar- 
rived in Winnipeg for a routine in-

Hungarian Peace 
_ Pact Delayed 


Tragedy of the 
Sea is Revealed 


No Government in That Country Survivors Say Officers Were Killed in 


With Which Supreme Council 
Can Deal 

Paris—The supreme council and 
the peace conference will probably 
not end officially until after the Hun- 
garian treaty is concluded, but only a 
few members representing the vari- 
ous governments will remain to com- 
plete the work. 

An entirely new set of delegates 
will probably be instructed to nego- 
tiate the treaty with Turkey when 
the allied and associated powers 
learn whether the United States will 
accept a mandate for Turkey or a 
part thereof, and are able to agree 
on the disposition of the Turkish 
territory. 

The. Bulgarian delegation is now 
on its way back to Paris and there 
is every indication that the Bulgar- 
ian treaty will be disposed of shortly. 
Only the Hungarian treaty remains 
to be negotiated. ; 

There is no government in Hun- 
gary with which the conference can 
deal, but the treaty draft is practic- 
ally completed in Paris and should 
there be no recognized government 
ar- 
rangements will probably be made 
to have a few delegates remain in 
Paris to negotiate a treaty with 
Hungary, whenever a_ satisfactory 
government is established. 


No Dealings With Bolsheviks 


Supreme Council Proposes Shutting 
Off Russia From Intercourse 
With World 

London.—The text of the note of 
the supreme council inviting Germ- 
any to participate in the blockade of 
Russia as published by the Berlin 
Tageblatt, and reprinted by the Daily 
Herald, shows that Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark, Holland, Finland, Spain, 
Switzerland, Mexico, Chile, Argen- 
tina, Columbia and Venezuela — have 
bedn invited to initiate measures to 
prevent their nationals from engag- 
ing in any trade whatever with Bol- 
shevik Russia. The measures are 
thus enumerated: 3 

1, Refusal of permission to sail to 
every ship bound for a Russian Bol- 
shevik port, and the closing of all 
ports to ships from Bolshevik ports. 

2. Similar regulations to be adopt- 
ed with regard to all goods destined 
for Russian ports by another route. 

3. Passports will be refused to all 
persons, to or from Bolshevik Russia. 
Isolated exceptions may be made by 
agreement of the allied and associat- 
ed powcrs. 

4. Measures will be taken to hinder 
bankers from granting credit to com- 
mercial undertakings in Bolshevik 
Russia. 

5. Every government will refuse its 
nationals any facilities of intercourse 
with Bolshevik Russia, whether by 
post or wireless telegraph. 

Marshal Foch added thé following 
instructions: “Inform the German 
government that the British and 
French men-of-war in the Gulf of 
Finland will continue to blockade 
Bolshevik ports and detain, from the 
moment they come in sight, any ships 
bound for Bolshevik ports.” . 
~ The preamble to the note declares 
that the open enmity of the Bolshe- 
viki is directed against all govern- 
ments and that programs of interna- 
tional evolution circulated by them 
constitute a grave danger to the na- 
tional security of all the powers, 


Asquith to Re-enter Politics? 

London. — Former Premier As- 
quith’s speech at the National Lib- 
eral club is’ regarded by commenta- 
tors of different shades of opinion as 
a plain intimation of his deire to re- 
turn to the House of Commons, 

The Morning Post says his little 
band of followers there want him 
back badly, but the very few safe 
seats they hold are occupied by front 
bench men who cannot be spared, In- 
dependent Liberals, the paper adds, 
are very sure the tide is setting 
strongly in their favor, 

Temperance and Sugar Shortage 

New York.—Prohibition has result- 
ed in the consumption of enormous 
quantities of sugared soft drinks and 
candy, and is responsible in large part 
for the present shortage of sugar, 
Arthur Williams, federal food admin- 
istrator, stated, 

“The increased sugar consumption 
of the country so far this year is 
estmated to have increased 500,000 
tons over that for the first nine 
montlis of 1918,” he added.

Paris.—The Clemenceau ministry 
was sustained in the Chamber of De- 
puties by a vote of 324 to 132. The 
prgmicr thus victoriously emerged 
fron the bitterest and best organized 
assault which the ministry has ever 
faced, the chamber adopting the cab- 
ings policy on the chronological 
order of the elections, placing the 
legislative elections first, on Novem- 
ber 16, and the senatorial and muni- 

cipal elections in that order. 

For the first time; Aristide Briand,, 
the former premier, came out openly 
in leading the opposition forces, but 
M. Clemenceau’s majority was the 
largest he had ever received when 
the question of confidence was pre- 
sented,

Vegetation Consists of Shrubs on 
Which Caterpillars Live 


a French entomologist. 
raises butterflies and silkworms, and| 
so the vegetation of his farm consists | 
of mulberry, oak, ash, cypress, lilac, 
pine, plum, hawthorn, and other trees 
and shrubs on which the caterpillars 
that become butterflies live. In in- 
fancy the butterflies are protected by 
being inclosed in tulle bags which are 
fastened to the twig or branch on 
which the’ young caterpillars are to 
feed; as the caterpillars get bigger the 
tulle bags are taken away, and the 
caterpillars left free to spin their 
cocoons, which are collected from the 
trees and bushes very much like some 
strange kind of fruit and placed in 
little wire cages until the perfect but- 
terflices emerge. On this side the 
work of the butterfly farm is com- 
mercial, but no less important is the 
experimental work of the farm with 
silkworms, by which sooner or later 
the butterfly hopes to provide the 
world’ with silkworms that will pro- 
duce a fine grade of silk in a north- 
erly climate.

Ex-Kaiser’s Castles Looted 


Valuables Taken From Berlin By 
Underground Methods 

Thefts from the castles of former 
Emperor William and the Crown 
Prince Frederick, not only during the 
‘revolution, but during the January 
and March riots of the Spartacans 
and Communists, are still engaging 
the attention of the police. Slowly 
the authorities have been able to 
trace some of the valuables that were 
filched by the sailors who occupied 
the ex-emperor’s palace and that of 
his son for a time, but an immense 
amount has been taken from Berlin 
by underground methods, and may 
never be recovered. From the palace 
of William I. there have been stolen 
‘figures in bronze and ivory, a pastel 
of Queen Louise, vases, letter con- 
tainers, silver trays, Japanese silk 
portieres and curtains, decorative 
weapons, medallions, watches and 
mirrors, The Crown Prince's resid- 
ence suffered similarly. Cigarette 
cases, of which the Crown Prince had 
a wonderful collection, are missing, a 
jewelled collar, writing material, 
clocks, a watch set with diamonds, 
and two sapphires, two automobiles, 
five hunting guns and a gold revol- 
ver,

Two Men and Boy Killed in Turbu- 
lent Outbreaks in Massachu- 
setts Capital 


Boston, Mass—Two ‘men and a 
boy were killed in turbulent outbreaks 
growing out of the police strike. 
There were numerous injuries of a 
minor nature to members of mobs, 
police officers and state guardsmen. 

The most serious disturbances wer« 
in the vicinity of Scollay Squaré and 
South Boston, Cavalry charged the 
crowds, and a’ machine gun was used, 
one man being killed and — several 
wounded by its fire. Property dam- 
age was slight compared to that in- 


lums. 

One of the most serious elements 
in the complicated outlook was the 
possibility of sympathetic — strikes 
by labor unions, which have declared 
their support of the policemen’s 
union, Like the patrolmen’s organ 
ization, most of these unions are af- 
filiated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, The crowd early be- 
came riotous and cavalrymen were 
sent to disperse it.

Winnipeg.—After twenty-six days’ 
incarceration, the eight strike leaders 
who have been held in the provincial 
jail pending their trial on charges of 
seditious conspiracy, were granted 
bail. Chief Justice Mathers, who, to- 
gether with Mr, Justice’ MacDonald 
and Mr, Justice Metcalfe, heard the 
arguments of counsel, read. the deci- 
sion ofthe court. 

Bail was granted in the sum of 
$4,000 each and two sureties of $2,000 
each, 

The court found that it had not 
been proven that the accused would 
not appear to stand their trial, and 
the decision went on to state: “The 
court: would not be justified in réfus- 
ing bail on the sole .round that flub- 


lic safety might be endangered by 
permitting the accused to be at 
large.
